There is a tremendous a mount of bravery in this world. 
No ma tter wha t emergency arises, coura ge and self-sacrifice 
are sure to spring up in the midst of it to lessen its horrors. 
The vicinity of Ha rrima n, Tenn., wa s swept by a Mood re­ 
cently, and « 0 people were drowned. 
And out of the story 
of that disa ster— a story of dea th and destruction, 
grim 
and horrible— there glea m instance a fter instance of bright 
heroism, infinitely inspiring. 
There was, for instance, a 50-year-olc 
Tom Atkens. 
Tom had a skiff 
a flimsy 
that ordinarily would not be considered sa te in a millpond. 
When the swollen river bega n 
uprooting trees, knocking 
down houses and foa ming over roa ds like a sma ll model of 
the Nia ga ra rapids, Tom got out his skitT and went out to 
see wha t he could do. 
Trip a fter trip he made, bringing ba ck each time two or 
three refugees who had been huddled on some housetop or 
knoll, wa iting for dea th. 
Once he wa s too late, 
lie pulled for a nea rly-submerged 
house, on the roof of which perched a woma n and her child. 
J ust before he got there the house colla psed, and the wo­ 
ma n and child v anished. 
Somehow Tom kept his cockle­ 
shell from going under. 
He cruised about, hoping that the 
pair would come to the surfa ce. 
They did not. 
So lie turn­ 
ed downstrea m, rowed to a tree top that wa s just a bov e wa ­ 
ter, a nd took four children to sa fety. 
In all, he sa v ed the lives of over a dozen people. 
His own 
life he risked every time he pushed his boat out on the wa ter. 
Then there wa s Bob Underwood. 
He woke up at midnight 
to find wa ter rising around his house. 
Hurriedly he hitched 
his tea m and drov e his la mily to the sa fety of higher ground. 
Then he turned around and drove off down the road into the 
v a lley, to see it he couldn’t help some ot tlit' neighbors.

There wa s a girl, too— ('» race Wha len, a night telephone 
opera tor, who sta yed at her switchboa rd ail night, while the 
river ran through the street outside, and warned the neigh­ 
borhood of the danger.

higher if she ha d not ignored her own peril to sta y and give 
those wa rnings.
